While winter squash look very 
hard and tough, they must be ban* 
died as carefully aa eggs when 
being harvested tor storage.

slightest bruise becomes an ever* 
enlarging decayed spot which will 
render the fruit useless. 
Gardeners have experienced dtf* 
Acuity in storing winter squash not 
only because of rough handling, but 
also because, unlike some other 
crops, they should be stored in a 
fairly warm room—not a cold one. 
Ventilation should be good, how­ 
ever 
The best known of the winter 
squashes are the Hubbard group 
which 
Includes 
Delicious. 
Green 
Hubbard, Warted Hubbard and Blue 
Hubbard. All should be allowed to 
ripen thoroughly on the vine. 
The summer squash, on the other 
hand, must not be allowed to ma­ 
ture fully on the vine for the skin 
will become so hard as to be ex­ 
tremely difficult to cut 
The frulta 
of summer squash are. moreover, 
more delicate of flavor and more 
tender when eaten when partly 
grown—perhaps about as long as a 
banana. 
One of the finest of summer 
squashes is the new Early Prolific 
Straightneck. just Introduced last

The diced or sliced fruits are 
delicious if creamed, fried, or boiled 
and buttered. Tbe plants are excel­ 
lent for home gardens as they grow 
compactly and produce abundantly 
If kept picked.

pleted of plant food

grass 
cannot make good turf unless fed. 
Apply complete plant food at the 
rate of four pounds per hundred 
square feet and soak it into the 
soil immediately after application.
